#n closing, Mr. Moon paid a warm tribute 
tte President Roosevelt and Secretary Hay. 
“Of Secretary Hay he said: 

He has conquered from the reluctant and diplo- 
matic circles of Europe a recognition for inter- 
mational achievement and for elevated, compre- 
hensive and polished statesmanship, that has added 
ummeasurably to America’s international prestige. 

This tribute to the powers of Mr. Hay 
received the greatest burst of applause of 
any point made in any speech during the 
entire evening. 

In introducing Col. Luscomb, who re- 
sponded to the toast of “Necessities,” Mr. 
Gleason again became brief, concise and 
humorous. He said that when he went to 
obtain a speaker to say something about 
necessity it was a strange thing that he had 
to hunt up a lawyer. “According to the 
old axiom,” he said, “ ‘Necessity knew no 
law,’ but we were positive on one thing 
when we went for Col. Luscomb, and that 
was that we were going to have him if it 
cost us $5.” 

REMARKS OF COL. CHAS. H. LUSCOMB. 

The first thing that Col. Luscomb did 
was to tell a story, and because it involved 
a Chicago man and was no compliment to 
that city was very much appreciated. 

“The Chicagoan had occasion the other 
day,” he said, “to talk with a party in New 
York from Brooklyn over the telephone. 
When he had finished he offered a dime to 
pay for the message. 

“*Ten cents more, pleasé,’ said the oper- 
ator. 

“What for?’ said he. 

“ ‘Because the charge is 20 cents,’ she 
answered. 

“ ‘How is that?’ said he. 

“ ‘Because,’ said the operator, ‘the 10-cent 
rate is only for calls within the city limit.’ 

“ ‘Why,’ he exclaimed, “‘I- can telephone 
to H—I1 in Chicago for 10 cents.’ 

“*Well,’ said somebody who had over- 
heard him, ‘why not? That is within the 
city limits.’ ”’ 

Col. Luscomb is not any more a lover of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit than other per- 


sons who have to ride on that line. He 
characterized the air in the cars as “de- 
lightful pneumonia atmosphere.” He said 


something about people in Brooklyn having 
“cold feet,’ but some one interrupted him 
and he stopped. He said that sometimes 
people were wont to find fault with the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit because the cars 
did not come often enough. He said this 
was unfair, because there were only 
two cars on some entire lines, and they 
could not come any oftener than they did. 
“The only place to get full value for one’s 


money was in Maiden Lane,” said the 
speaker. After a few more anecdotes, 
Col. Luscomb dropped his humorous 


remarks and struck a more serious vein. He 
said that American produce was spreading 
to every part of the world, and that the 
American would never be satisfied while 
his pace was growing faster and faster. 
Commercial necessity, he said, was the 
force which caused this. 


Gleason told a short story. Some years 
ago, he said, while the United States battle- 
ship Olympia was in a foreign port, an en- 
tertainment was going on. In the midst of 
it the band of the Olympia began to play 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” while the 
searchlight at the stern of the ship was

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Baltimore Jewelers Suffer Heavy Losses 
From a Destructive Fire. 


BALtrmMorE, Md., Jan. 16—One of the 
most disastrous and stubborn fires of re- 
cent years was that which destroyed what 
is known as the Darby building, on the 
southeast corner of Baltimore and How- 
ard Sts., Wednesday night. The building 
was occupied by William Lehman & Co., 
wholesale dealers in jewelry and novelties, 
and the Baltimore Badge and Novelty Co. 
The lives of about 15 persons were imper- 
iled by the fire, and many were compelled 
to make dangerous jumps from windows, 
so fiercely and quickly did the flames 
spread. The fire broke out a few minutes 
after 6 o'clock, shortly after about 40 of 
those employed in the building had left for 
the night, and those who remained to fin- 
ish up the day’s work received injuries and 
burns in their escape. 

It is thought the fire started with an ex- 
plosion on the first floor, which is oc- 
cupied by the Lehman store, or in 
the cellar, as pieces of the plate glass win- 
dows in the rear of the store were sent fly- 
ing across Howard St., and flames were 
seen to burst forth. It is not known 
whether the fire started before or after the 
explosion, and the origin seems to be still 
a mystery. The Novelty Co. denies 
emphatically that their celluloid tank ex- 
ploded as that was kept on the top floor. 
Within 10 minutes after the explosion, the 
eight stories of the building were burning. 

President Hyatt, of the Novelty Co., 
Miss Martha Hughes, John Todd and 
Jacob Ehrman, who were on the seventh 
floor, and Jacob Ringsdorf, the elevator 
boy, were in the greatest danger. Their 
first warning of their danger was giv- 
en by the smoke. Just then the elevator 
boy came running in crying fire and at- 
tempted to escape down the stairway, as 
the elevator shaft had become a fiery torch 
and quickly spread the flames to all the 
floors. The stairways were so choked 
with smoke that it meant certain death to 
attempt an escape that way. Their only 
means was by jumping from the seventh 
story window to the roof of the building 
next door, which was 30 feet below. Mr. 
Hyatt carefully measured the distance and 
he and John Todd got out on the window 
sill, and, lifting Miss Hughes out first, 
leaned over as far as they could, holding 
onto her hands. They managed to lower 
her to within about 12 or 15 feet from the 
roof and then let her drop. She was not 
severely hurt and got,out of the way for 
the next. 

Mr. Todd followed her and then came 
Ehrman and Ringsdorf, Mr. Hyatt wait- 
ing until last, and before he could jump, so 
close had the flames come that they burst 
through the window and burned his hair 
and eyebrows and scorched his face. Mr. 
Hyatt’s right foot was sprained badly in 
the jump, and Miss Hughes and Mr. Todd 
were both badly shaken up, but the other 
two were uninjured. After a wait of 20 


minutes they were taken down to safety 
through the skylight. 

In the Novelty Co.’s office on the sec- 
ond floor, were Secretary-treasurer Smith, 
Misses Mullin, Laura Garrett and Mar- 
garet Wolfe, stenographers, and George 
Hoffman, bookkeeper, while on the third 
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floor were R. A. Chadwick and Miss 
Rhine. The explosion blew out the 
glass in the elevator door, and a shes 
flame shot into the room. They wer: 
able to recover anything and quickly 

to the Baltimore St. window, out o1 
permanent awning, into the next 
building and escaped unhurt 

John Hoffman, Benjamin Flannigan 
Harry Goodman, who were on the fo 
floor, escaped in a thrilling manner 
crawling along a narrow cornice to 
next door building. Their escape 
watched by a crowd of breathless spe 
tors, who gave a cry of joy when the 
one got over safely. Miss Sudrow 
just leaving the building where the 
plosion occurred and she was envelop 
in flames which burst out around her, S 
managed to dash through the door wit 
her clothing afire, which was extinguis! 
by a man who happened to be passing 

Had the fire started about one hali 
hour sooner, all the employes of t¢ 
building would have been at work. an 
there surely would have been many t 
rible fatalities. The rapidity with whic 
the flames spread may be seen by the { 
that within half an hour the flames had 
burst through the roof like a giant torch, 
and presented such a thrilling scene that 
the spectators could not keep from admit: 
ing its grandeur. Owing to the height of 
the building, and the difficulty in getting 
the water tower to work, the flames or 
the top floor burned fiercely. The build 
ing was completely gutted and the dam 
age done in this building alone amounted 
to $115,000, as follows: Building, $40,000 
saltimore Badge and Novelty Co.'s stock, 
fixtures and machinery, $60,000; Wm 
Lehman & Co.’s stock and fixtures 
$15,000. 

The insurance carried amounted to 
$81,500, which was divided as follows 
Building, $40,000; Baltimore Badge and 
Novelty Co., $12,000; Wm. Lehman & 
Co., $19,500. 

The building is owned by Mr. Ruius 
Wood. It was feared that the 80-foot 
sign, extending from the base of the sec 
ond floor to the top of the seventh fluor 
would give way and cause a disaster. 1 
avoid this police were stationed to watcl 
it carefully and give warning. The larg 
crowd was kept at a safe distance. Hun 
dreds of men and boys were at the scen¢ 
early next morning, searching the gutters 
in all directions for jewelry and were re 
warded by making many finds.

This firm 
failed in 1890, but continued again several! 
months later under the style of E. Karelson 
& Co., the “company” being B. M. Engel 
hard.

Its principal 
object was to have all gold articles stamped with 
the quality as represented by the number of karats 
fineness of the composition from which they were 
made; the other object was to secure the protec- 
tion of the words “‘gold filled,” “‘gold front” and 
‘rolled plate.” 

This law would have permitted the use of plain 
cards for jewelry, but would have prohibited the 
use of the above designations unless the same were 
accompanied by a statement showing the exact qual- 
ity and proportion of gold in the article. We fail 
to see where this would have worked an injury to 
the manufacturers and dealers in 


any one except 
electro-plated jewelry which is sold for “gold 
filled,” “rolled plate” or “gold front.” The bill 


was killed by the department stores, working with 
several concerns posing as manufacturers and 
wholesalers who deal almost exclusively in this 
class of goods. It seems cleat to us if they did

In the case of the United States against 
15 drilled diamonds alleged to have been 
imported by the Waterbury Wire Die Co., 
Waterbury, Conn., without paying duty, al- 
leged as due, Judge Platt, last week, in the 
District Court of the United States, Hart- 
ford, reserved his decision, as to the dia- 
monds, after District Attorney Parker ar 
gued that the defendant’s answer to the de- 
murrer was not sufficient, as the company 
should have known that the diamonds had 
a dutiable value and not have attempted to 
import them without paying the duty. Coun- 
sel for the defendant insisted that the dia- 
monds were as free of duty as though in- 
tended for miners, glaziers or engravers’ 
use, the only way diamonds can come in 
free. Reference was made to decisions in 
which the United States Supreme Court 
held that bleached shells were not liable to 
duty, as the bleaching did not add value.

CHAIRMAN VAN DEVENTER’S REPORT. 

Mr. President and Members of the Jewelers’ 
League of New York: As we have gathered here 
to-night for our 27th annual meeting, | wish to 
express to you all as chairman of your executive 
committee, the feeling of loss that we experi- 
ence in the decease of our late president, Henry 
Hayes, a man whom we all loved and esteemed, 
a man whom I had the pleasure of knowing for 
nearly 30 years, and during the years we have 
been associated together in the management of 
the League’s affairs to a very intimate degree. 
He was a man to be depended upon to the limit, 
and whatever course of action that was concluded 
upon and had his approval was sure to be right 
and sound. 

At a suitable time after his death your officers 
and executive committee elected George W. 
Street as his successor, and to fill the board to 
its full complement added to the executive com- 
mittee, A. K. Sloan. 

After the resignation of L. Stevens, Jr., as 
secretary and treasurer, we secured the services 
of F. A. Marsellus, and your cordial support is 
asked for his efforts in building up the League 
and making its future still more prosperous than 
what it has been in the past. He is an insurance 
man and has been chosen as well fitted for the 
work we have in hand. 

We begin the year 1904 with a total member- 
ship of 2,089 members, divided as follows: Sec- 
tion A, 1,798 members; Section B, 218 mem- 
bers, and Section C, 73 members. 

Our reserve fund for Jan. 1, 1904, is $288,- 
488.30. We have paid death losses in 1903 of 
$177,814.50. We have paid death losses since our 
organization of $2,770,800.35. In 1903 your ex- 
ecutive committee deemed it wise to pay out of 
the reserve fund for death losses the sum of 
$15,000.00, which amount is included in the above 
amount of $177,814.50. 

It is a matter of deep regret to your officers 
and executive committee that the membership at 
large take so little interest in the matter of in- 
creasing our number of members. During 1903 
there were only 21 members who secured new 
members for us. Year after year your commit- 
tees have urged you to action in this regard, but 
it does not seem to have any effect. Why will 
you not do something and get new members? 
They must be procured in some way if you desire 
your beneficiaries to get the full amount of their 
certificates.

It is the 
work of moralists, who can discuss with- 
out end a passion which is common to all 
peoples and which is manifested in Europe 
by the creation of honorary orders more 
abundantly than among ourselves.  Ger- 
many distributes the insignia of 400 differ- 
ent orders, without counting those given 
to women and girls. In France we only 
dispose of 34 kinds of decorations and 
medals. If we point out this inferiority it 
is not to incite the Government to create 
new ones. We consider that honorary dis- 
tinctions are necessary, but that they have 
more value if they are not so freely lavished 

The Government might, we think, 
keep in reserve a few crosses to dispose of 
every year according to requirements cr‘ 
ated by unforeseen events in our colonies 
or in distant expeditions.” 

Those Americans who wear the ribbor 
of the Legion of Honor, conferred for 
some work done in connection with a 
world’s fair, or some other service 
art or science, need not worry. The tin 
things that go with the button will, no 
doubt, continue to be official, and the proud 
recipients will continue to look down on 
the other tagggd animals.

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Workshop Notes and Queries. 





[Answers are solicited from our readers to the questions published on this page.] 


Question No. 677.—Electro-plating.— 
Being located ina small townwheré there are 
ing located in a small town where there are 
no regular plating establishments where I 
could have my gold plating done, I pur- 
chased a plating outfit, and from the direc- 
tions furnished me with the outfit I have 
done some satisfactory work. I plate 
chichy pins, chains and rings, which are 
brought in for repairs. Last week a cus- 
tomer wanted a watch chain heavily plated. 
When I got to work at it I could not obtain 
the desired color, although I allowed it to 
remain in the bath a long time. Can you 
suggest a remedy? B. M. 

ANSWER :—There are several reasons why 
the larger articles do not plate as readily as 
the smaller ones. You require a stronger 
current, a richer solution and a larger anode. 
We suggest that you try the following: Re- 
move the articles from the bath after a 
light coating has been deposited and care- 
fully scratch brush every part with a fine 
circular brush. Do this several times, and 
if this does not prove satisfactory, add 
chloride of gold to the solution. We think 
either one of the above ways will help you. 
If not, then it will be necessary to strengthen 
your current by adding acid to your cells. 

Question No. 678.—Fastening Silver 
Rims to Glass Ware.—/ found an accumu- 
lation of mounted glass ware from which the 
silver rims had become detached. Please 
tell me how to fasten them on again. If I 
can do this myself I can save express 
charges. H. A. 

ANSWER:—Scak your rims until. the 
plaster can be removed with a_ knife. 
Cleanse the glass parts of all plaster that 
may adhere to the article. Make a paste 
out of dental plaster, thin enough to run 
to all parts of the ring; fill it about half full 
and place the glass in it, keeping the article 
upside down until set and dry. The “run 
over” of the plaster can be peeled off. Af- 
ter a few hours the articles may be dipped 
and washed off without injury to the plaster. 

Question No. 679.—Soft Tin Solder 
Composition.—Please give me the composi- 
tion of soft tin solder. How is it drawn into 
sticks? I want it about the size of a small 
knitting needle. M. J. 

ANSWER :— Melt together 16 ozs. of tin and 
11 ozs. of lead, for a good, soft solder. To 
draw it into sticks, make a three-inch square 
sheet iron box. This is best done by 
turning up the edges and lapping over the 
corners. Rivet a handle on one end, then 
punch holes the size of a knitting needle, 
one-quarter of an inch apart, in the left- 
hand lower corner. Dip some of the melted 
metal and hold ladle so it will be in the 
right-hand corner; then tip the ladle so that 
the metal will be in the corner where the 
holes are, and, as the metal runs out, draw 
to the right on a level board so it will run 
out and form into sticks. With a little 
practice thick or thin sticks can be drawn 
by going slow or fast as desired. Make 
them about 12 inches long and cut off the 
ends, which can be put back and melted 
over, 





QvueEsTION No. 6&80.—Spotted Silverplate 
After Dipping Process.—|Vhen purchasing 
silver plated ware I order it not lacquered, 
so that I can dip it when it becomes tar- 
nished. Some pieces show dark spots which 
«tll not come off and appear after the dip- 
ping. They are mostly near the handles on 
tea ware. Is there any way to prevent this? 

W. L. D. 

ANSWER:—The_ spots indicate places 
where there is not enough silver—mostly 
cut through by the buff. When you dip it, 
the cyanide will remove the thin film of sil- 
ver and will show the base metal, which 
turns dark from the effects of the cyanide. 
Rouge buffed goods will never “dip” sat- 
isfactorily, and it is therefore advisable to 
order them well lacquered. The _ better 
grade of hand burnished goods will always 
“dip” satisfactorily and retain their beauti- 
ful finish after dipping. 

Question No. 681—To Gold Lacquer 
Brass.—/ have some picces of brass which 
I want to lacquer SO they ra wl look like 
gold. I know there is a way of doing this, 
but it has escaped my memory. x. ¥. 

ANSWER:—You may obtain the desired 
shade by adding gold coloring to your lac- 
quer; stir it well so that it will be even, 
and any shade can be obtained with a little 
practice. If you have only a few pieces to 
lacquer you can change the color to gold 
by placing the fresh lacquered piece on a 
sheet iron on a gas stove. If heavily lac- 
quered, the lacquer will assume a yellow 
color over the heat. When the desired shade 
appears, immediately remove to a cool place 
and the color you have obtained will be 
permanent. 

QuEsTION No 682—To Mend Hard 
Rubber Goods.—//ow can / mend hard rub 
ber goods when broken? I have a number 
of articles I want to repair oe. 8 

ANSWER :—Hard rubber goods may _ be 
mended by caoutchouc cement, which is 
made as follows: Gutta percha, three parts: 
virgin India rubber (caoutchouc), one part 
(cut small) ; pyrogenous oil, oil of turpen 
tine or bisulphuret of carbon, & parts.. Mix 
in a close vessel and dissolve by the heat of 
hot water. This cement should be gently 
heated before being used

The Passing of James Hadley, a Noted 
Modeler of Pottery. 


4 was with regret that the art pottery 
trade of this country learned recently of 
the death of James Hadley, of James Had- 
ley & Son, Worcester, England, which oc 
curred Dec. 21. Mr. Hadley’s death was 
due to heart failure, following peritonitis 
lo the Pottery Gazette, London, we are in 
debted for the following sketch of Mr. Had 
ley’s career: 

“The company known as James Hadley 
& Sons, Ltd., was formed in 1900. It prac- 


tically consisted of Mr. Hadley, his three 
sons, and F. Littledale. On the forma- 
tion of the company, Mr. Hadley com 


menced manufacturing on his own account 
Up to that date he had been a designer and 
modeler. As such he is known throughout 
the high class pottery trade, and collectors 
of art china have long appreciated his signed 
work. 

“Mr. Hadley went from London to Wor 
cester when quite a boy, and was appren 
ticed at the Royal Porcelain Works, Wor 
He there had abundant 
the development of his natural ability. It 
was just the place for a man with his origi- 
nal ideas and artistic instinct. His 
fame as a modeler is not limited to this 
country, but is acknowledged on the En 
ropean and American continents. In 1875, 
he established a studio of his own, and 
though no longer engaged exclusively by 
his old principals, he continued his business 
relations with them, indeed for nearly 20 
years after he became a free lance in model- 
ing and designing, the principal part of his 
work was for the Royal Porcelain Works 
He had been personally associated for up 
vards of 20 years with most of the produc- 
tions of the company which had obtained 
diplomas at international and other exhibi 
He himself has been awarded many 
nedals and diplomas.
